campaigning yesterday that was as 
vigorous as it was unexpected. 
' No previous arrangement had been 
made tor speeches and the 
train 


schedule was twisted by delays early 
in the 
day, but crowds gathered 


along the route and Governor Wil- 
son made nearly a dozen speeches 
•from his car. He said Col. Roosevelt 
proposes to take monopolies 
into 


partnership with the government. 
The candidate replied to Senator 


•Beveridge of Indiana, who charged 
in a recent speech that Governor 
"Wilson, if elected, would be 
boss- 


•controlled. State Senator Fred Kist- 
ner and Mayor Fickle of Logansport, 
•Ind., boarded the 
train 
and told 


"Wilson about Senator 
Beveridge's 


speech, so that when the Democratic 
c-andidate reached Logansport Tie hit 
at Mr. Beveridge to a large crowd. 
"I understand that in a speech 


made last Saturday night," said Gov- 
ernor Wilson.^." a very much esteem- 
ed friend of mine, namely, former 
Senator Beveridge. said that he en- 
tertsiined a very serious fear about 
me. 'namely, that if I were 
elected 
president I would be controlled by 
the bosses. I never suspected before 
that Senator Beveridge was a humor- 
ist, because if he didn't know that 
•was a joke, he ought to have knowp 
that it was a joke. When, did he ev- 
er hear that I had changed all my 
political habits? 


"The way you tell whether a man 


•is going to be controlled by the boss- 
es or not is to judge whether he is 
Hn reach of a boss or not. 
Do you 


know what a boss is? 
A boss is a 


political agent of certain special in- 
terests, who see to it. through him, 
that neople they can control are put 
In office and that laws they do no: 
want are kept off the statute books 
•and the men who do that are 
"men who are interested in the great 
monopolies of this country. 


"I am sorry to observe that where- 


as the Republican ^party has practi- 
cally fostered trusts and the Dem- 
ocratic party proposes to prevent 
monopoly in this country, the third 
•party, represented by Senator Bever- 
idge. proposes to take the monopoly 
into partnership with the government 
by accepting it as an inevitable ne- 
cessity, and bringing it under 
tjie 


regulation of law; that is to 
say 


making it a legalized institution of 
the country. 
And when the men 


who have created ir>onopoly are ac- 
cepted partners of the government, 
•do you suppose they are going tc 
dispense with the men who are their 
necessary agents, namely, the bosses 
who determine who are to occupy 
office and what the legislation is tc 
be? 


"Who created 
monopoly?" inter- 


rupted a man in the crowd, and h 
repeated his question several times. 


"The men who created monopoly, 


m-y friend, to answer your question " 
continued the governor, "are thr 
men who have taken advantage of 
the protective tariff to get together 
• to make great combinations of indus- 
try to shut out competition and to 
make sure that the prices are in their 
own control. And every Republican 
leader ir> onr generation has been in 
leasrue with those men."' 


"Who are they?"' broke in another 
voice, and

"They are the men who have se! 


up the great trusts." he said. "Ev-

Billy Papke, who is 26 years old 
today, has been described by physic- 
ians and physical torture experts who 
.have examined him as being an al- 
most physically perfect man. He has 
never dissipated and ought now to 
be in his prime. Why he was unable 
to come back and regain his lost lau- 
rels as middleweight champion is a 
mystery. 


Papke commenced nis 
fishting 
career at the La Salle. 111., club, as 
stated yesterday, early in 19 OG, and 
by the latter part of that year had 
advanced to a point where he was 
fighting as a principal before more 
• important clubs in Illinois. Doctors 
n-bo looked the Spring Valley boy 
over, declared that he was a physi- 
cal marvel. 
Standing 5 feet "s 1-2 


inches, he had a reach of 72 inches, 
barely an inch less than that of 
James J. CorKett, who is five inches 
taller. This gave him a great natur- 
al advantage and despite his ignor-

first experience as a principal was in 
.Peoria, where he knocked out Milt 
Kenney in the third round, in No- 
vember. 1906. 
He -was paid $100 


for this affair, which seemed a small 
fortune to the village lad. By this 
time Papke was becoming an attrac- 
tion, and less than a month later 
the Peoria promoters paid him $200 
for beating Kid Farmer, a really clev- 
er fighter. Billy began the year 1907 
iy defeating Tom Wallace in 
fonr 


rounds and earning a decision over 
Dick Fitzpatrick in ten rounds 
at 


"Peoria. Both of these contests took 
place in January, and from the two 
Papke realized nearly $500, Xext he 
sot $250 for less than one round of 
fighting, with Carl Anderson, a eler- 
er Hossier boxer, as his victim. By 
this time the news of the prowess of 
the "Illinois Thunderbolt" was trick- 
ling into the big city papers, and his 
fame was enhanced by the decision 
he received over Billy Rhodes, 
the

To prove that farming—the right 


kind of farming—pays, is one of the 
tasks which the rural school has em- 
phatically set itself. It is particular- 
ly essential to make the school chil- 
dren realize the money value of ag- 
riculture, not as a theory, but as a 
practical fact, and one of the best 
ways for demonstrating it has heen 
shown to he to let the children act- 
ually farm a Mt of ground and col- 
lect the proceeds. Recently the United 
States 
Commissioner of Education, 


Dr. P. P- Claxton. had occasion to 
welcome a party of southern boys and 
girls who were on a sightseeing tour 
of Washington with money earned in 
their own farming. 


"Real farming did it," said Dr. 


Claxton, in describing 
the 
experi- 


ment. ''The money earned from their 
individual garden ^patches in connec- 
tion with the study 
of 
up-to-date 


farming paid the expenses of those 22 
Virginia school children. The chil- 
dren came from the Second Congres- 
sional District Agricultural School at 
Driver, near Norfolk. The party was 
in charge of Mr. J. B- L. De Jarnette, 
the principal of tfie school, and he 
was a busy man jfifdeed 
during the 


three days speilt ^feeing the sights 
of the Nation's ealutal- 
'•Tomatoes and other'produce paid 


the full cost of the trip—which was 
just $13.78 for each pupfl, by the way. 
This amount was only a* comparative- 
ly small part of their total earnings 
for the year. 
The children 
come 


from one of the best gardening re- 
gions in the Southland their school 
has a unique place in that particular 
community. The school 
has an in- 


structor in agriculture, who teaches 
three days a week and spends the 
other three dajs in farm demonstra- 


cultivates. In addition, the children 
help in working a school farm, which 
after paying all expenses, including 
the wages of a man who serves both 
as a farm-hand and school janitor, 
shows a profit of about $200. Mr. De 
Jarnette is confident that witn a 75- 
acre farm, which he hopes to have 
soon, his hoys will be able to earn 
their own living entirely while at- 
tending school. 
The state of Virginia is among the 


rapidly increasing number of States 
that are beginning to realize the im- 
portance of adequate agricultural ed- 
ucation, and money has been appro- 
priated to aid the school. There have 
also been private 
benefactions. A 


new $25,000 building is to be dedi- 
cated in September, and Dr. Claxton 
'"has promised to be present at 
the 


ceremonies. 


The experiment at Driver is only 


one of many indications of what the 
American, rural school can and should 
do. All over the country efforts are 
being made^to bring home to the 
country districts the significance and 
value of agriculture. The rural school 
Is the essential link in the chain, and 
the 
TJ. S. Bureau of 
Education 
Is endeavoring to drive this fact home 
so deep it will never be forgotten, for 
the Bureau maintains tnat the rural 
school must provide the kind of train- 
ing that will not only fit boys and 
girls for rural life, but will serve to 
Interpret life in the country so at- 
tractively that when the 
children 


grow to manhood and womanhood 
they will be glad to remain on the 
farm.

PIEST THINGS 


The first European to enter China
